For’ Sale. 


A sense of ‘the tragic side of lile is 
sometimes roused by trifles. The disper- 
sion of a great collection awakes the 
regrets of the virtuoso, but the odds and 
ends of an ordinary sale of household 
effects may set in motion more poignant 
feelings. The furniture of a nursery, 
broken toys and other little things ol 
little people are significant of the disrup- 
tion of a home.

Yet 
recently we saw at an auction in this city 
the sale of the household dog, and the 
sight was peculiarly pathetic. Afflictions 
induce callosities, says Sir Thomas 
Browne; but we should be sorry to think 
that it was callousness rather than 
accident which placed this humble member 
of a perished home on the catasta. We 
pride ourselves often that we are gentler 
than the peoples of ancient times, but 
k.ndlines: and affectionate forethought 
for the well-being of the humbler members 
of a household existed in the past possibly 
as much as they exist today. Side by 
side with the sale of slaves are recdrded 
menumissions, especially after the death 
of the master.

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OBITUARY. 


THE VERY REV. CANON O’KEEFFE. 

After a brief illness the Very Rev. Joseph 
Canon O'Keeffe, parish priest of Rathfarn- 
ham, died on Saturday at his residence. His 
passing will be lamented, not only by his 
own immediate parishioners, but by a vule 
circle of friends, by whom he was held in 
reverence. Born in the County Limerick of 
a family that was highly respected, he was 
ordained a priest in 1876. He served as 
curate at Fairview and at the Pro-Cathedral, 
Marlborough street, before he became~parish 
priest of Athy, Co. Kildare.

British Flying Boats. 
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Extended cruises have been carried out 
by the new super-marine ~ southampton = 
flying boats. recently introduced into the 
Roval Air Force. for coastal reconnaissance 
duties, during they demonstrated 
their ‘‘ airworthimess’’ in unfavourable 
conditions. Four machines which left 
Calshot, near Southampton, for the West 
of Scotland via Pembroke and Carrick- 
fergus. met with severe weather in the 
Irish Sea, but three of the boats made the 
flight m accordance with their time-table. 
The other developed slight engine trouble 
near Wicklow Head and arrived in tow of 
a cruiser at Carrickfergus on the following 
day. Equally severe conditions were en 
countered by another machine which, on 
a flight from Felixstowe to Ireland, ran 
against a gale off Lundy and made little 
headway for about twenty minutes, but 
was able to complete the journey without 
mishap. The flights have demonstrated 
the ability of flying boats to act inde- 
pendently of the weather. and refuelling 
was carried out at sea without a hitch. 


Third Party Risks. 


London taxi-cab proprietors are 
compelled) to insure against third-party 
risks to > unlimited extent, and, as a 
measure of\protection to the public there 
is much to commend the regulation, which 
was brought in by Scotland Yard.

52 P.C. OF FIRST PREFERENCES 
EFFECTIVE. 
(By A CORRESPONDENT.) 

Nearly all countries governed by Parlia- 
ments are perplexed (1) as to the powers that 
should be given to a second chamber, and (2) 
as to the manner in which it should be con- 
stituted. Has then the experiment of electing 
nineteen Senators by the Saorstat at large 
been of any value to Ireland or to the world? 
The experiment will certainly be carefully 
analysed by students of politics everywhere ; 
its various features examined in detail, its 
shortcomings consigered, possible amendments 
and alternative plans explored. 

The Free State Senate election presented 
five features :— 

(1) The method of voting. 

(2) The nation-wide constituency. 

(3) The selection of candidates by Parlia- 


ment. 
(4) The franchise limited to citizens over 
thirty years of age. 
(5) The tenure of office for twelve years. 
Une conclusion of a general character can 
at once be drawn. If this scheme is main- 
tained. ‘the Senate will in tite develop 


| characteristics which in many respects will 


differ from those of the Dail. The Senators 


will be able to exercise such powers as aré ! 


given to them, conscious that they dertve 
their authority, from the citizens over thirty 
years of age. 

The method of voting, although not special 
to the Senate election, became one of its 
dominating features. There were grave fears 
lest the scheme should prove too severe a 
test for proportional representation. The elec- 
tion would be a farce, a fiasco—so many 
declared—and it commenced in an atmosphere 
of doubt and even of derision. How has pre- 
portional representation fared? Nearly all 
who voted selected their choices before they 
went to the poll. By common consent of 
those who have been present in the counting 
room, the ballot papers, for the most part, 
have been wel! marked 

The publication of the transfers day by day 
has enabled the electors to follow ekactly 
what influence their vote has had upon the 
result. The method of voting, from start to 
finish, has been an educational process. In a 
self-governing community the need for poli- 
tical education’ cannot be over-stressed. 
Should the experiment be repeated, electors 
will take an even greater interest in selecting 
their choices, in watching what happens to 
their vote. 

THE BROAD RESULT. 

The electors chose from the panel of candi- 
dates presented to them. They did not neces- 
savily select those who advertised most, 


‘although perhaps some of the candidates who 


were defeated might have fared better if their 
frieuds had done more in making clear to the 
public, what these candidates had done and 
for what thev stood. Many electors gave their 
first choice to the candidates whose local 
record they knew. Other candidates gathered 
votes from all over the country. 

The same tendencies were shown in the 
transfers, most of which gave. interesting 


Howard Bury was eliminated, General Hickie 
derived most benefit. When Mr. Fitzgerald's 
votes were transferred, Mr. Foran, a candi- 
date of the same party, received 4,635 votes ; 
but Mr. Linehan, who came from the same 
county but did not belong to the same party, 
received 637 votes. Political issues, business 
intterests, local record, personal service, all 
mixed and mingled in determining the 
elector’s choice. 

lt was not to be expected that the best 
possible should all be chosen. Parliament did 
not do this in selecting the panel. But the 
sifting to which this panel was subiected by 
the citizens has given a result broadly repre- 
sentative and has allowed the citizens to 
indicate their views on some important -poli- 
tical issnes. The result is not perfect, but it 
is certainly not such that the jury should be 
at once dismissed as hopelessly incompetent. 

The first experiment has revealed consider- 
able possibilities. How will the citizens over 
thirty act and vote after five elections of this 
kind? Will they develop a capacity for 
choosing” 

THE ELECTION FIGURES. 

Those who voted in this election should, so 
far as possible, recall their choices and ask 
themselves how many of their selection have 
been returned. 

The figures: show that 705,701 valid votes 
were recorded and that of these some 267,999, 
or 88 per cent., were actually used in the 
election of the succeesfil nineteen. Further, 
of these, no less than 159,382 were first 
choices. Thns 52 per cent. of those who 
recorded valid votes are represented in the 
Senate by their first. choice. ere were 
27,704 non-transferable votes at the corclusion 
‘of the 67 counts. Many had voted for one 
candidate only or had been content with 
marking few chokes. . The publication of the 
transfers must have’ convinced many that it 
wonld have been wiser to extend their list. 

THE NATION-WIDE CONSTITUENCY. 

Has the nation-wide constituency any ad- 
vantages’ It is usually forgotten that, whether 
the electoral area is a province or the whole 
nation, the ‘‘ quota’’ assuring success will, 
approximately, be the same. General Hickie 
was elected first in a nation-wide poll; in a 
provincial poll he would have been in danger 
of defeat. A provincial poll would. give: an 
additional advantage to the “' local " candi- 
date.

Damage, which is estimated at between 
£50,000 and £100,000 was caused by a fire 
which broke out in Belfast on Saturday 
night in the Ulster Milling Company’s 
premises, Linfield road. i 

The outbreak occurred in a store 200 
feet long and about twelve feet broad, 
which was filled to the roof with ‘yarn 
ready for ‘spinning, and, notwithstanding 
the united efforts of the City Fire Brigades, 
the store and its contents were destroyed. 

The mill premises which adjoin the 
store were not seriously affected. 


THE ALARM. 

The fire was first noticed at about ten 
o'clock last night, and there was an imme- 
diate turn-out from all, the fire stations. 
When the firemen arrived the store with 
its inflammable contents was alight fro. 
end to end, and there was not the least 
hope of saving it. In a very short time 
the premises resentbled a huge cauldron 
and the flames which shot up from i+ 
could be seen from almost any part of the 
city and suburbs. 

Thousands of people flocked to the scene 
and watched the firemen, who succeeded in 
confining the outbreak to the store. 


RAILWAY CARRIAGES SCORCHED. 

The Great Northern Railway line runs 
parallel with the store, and, notwithstand- 
ing a thick stone wall and a considerable 
space which intervened hetween the store 
and the line, several carriages which were 
standing there were scorched by the flames. 

The spinning and weaving company's 
premises are situate in the centre of a 
thickly populated district, and much alarm 
was caused by the outbreak. 

Flow the fire originated is not known.

THREAT. 
MEN’S APPROVAL OF 
CONFERENCE TERMS. 

A general meeting of the Dublin Municipal 
employés in. the Mansion House yesterday 
approved unanimously of the action of their 
representatives at last Thursday s conference 
at the Department of Industry in Dublin in 
withdrawing the strike notices which had 
been served on the City Commissioners. 

If the strike had taken place 2,500 persons 
would have been affected. This was the 
second occasion on which the strike notices 
were withdrawn. ‘ : 

Following the announcement that the City 
Commissionérs, at their meeting on Saturday, 
September 26th, had decided to accept the 
contract of a French firm for the cleansing 
of the Dublin streets, the Municipal Employes 
Trade Union gave notice of a strike to take 
place on Saturday, October 3rd. 

The contract was with. M. Bondeville, of 
the Societé Auxiliare de Services Mrancipant, 
Paris, for the cleaning of 55 miles of the 
streets of Dublin for a period of not less than 
ten years, at a cost of £154,000. The trade 
union declared that this would mean the im- 


portation of foreign labour and the dismissal 
of 208 of their men. 


DUBLIN 
STRIKE 


The City Commissioners offered to lay the | 


full facts of the position before representatives 
of the employés at a suggested conference, 
and as a ‘result of this conference, at which 
an undertaking was given by the .Commis- 
sioners not t dismiss any of the temporary 
men for twelve months, the strike notices 
were withdrawn pending the ultimate decision 
of the men on the Commissioners’ under- 
takigg. 

The employés met in the Olympia Theatre 
on last Sunday week, and after a heated dis- 
cuasion, rejected the offer of the City Com- 
missioners, and notice was given of a strike 
to take place on last Saturday. 

During the past week the Irish Labour 
Party and the Ministry of Industry and Com- 
merce took a hand in the negotiations be- 
tween the two parties. and a second con- 
ference was held on last Thursday. 

A satisfactory settlement was reached, and 
the strike notices were again withdrawn pend- 
ing ratification or rejectión by the men at 
yesterday's meeting. 

The terms of the settlement were :— 

(1) No foreign labour to be imported. 

(2) No displacements or dismissals of any 
men, temporary or otherwise, at present em- 
ploved by the Corporation. 

(5) That work would be found for 
temporary hands for the next two years.

While it is too early to predict with 
certainty that the Conference will succeed, 
there has been distir t progress in the 
direction of a settlement in the last 
twenty-four hours. To the great credit of 
the negotiators, it can be said that there 
is such an earnest desire to come to an 
agreement that petty questions are being 
left aside while the Foreign Ministers 
strive to find a way out which will take 
into account the special needs of both 
France and Germany. 

A spirit of conciliation, so rare in diplo- 
matic exchanges since the war, has given 
both the French and German delegates the 
impression that the others are sincere in 
their desire to make all reasonable con- 
cessions. 

How far this has been carried is clearly 
indicated in the success of the Eastern 
question. The general formula calls for 
a League of Nations guarantee of treaties 
of arbitration, with the special interests 
of France being noted.. The existence of 
a Franco-Polish military alliance is recog- 
nised, 

It has not yet been decided whether 
the League’s whole Council, or a special 
body created within the League, shall act 
as the actual guarantor. The objection to 
this réle being played by the entire League 
is that that body is so unwieldly that it 
would be difficult to get rapid action.

FRUSTRATED MEATH RAID.

Doctors and nurses were tvained for service 
in Ireland and other couptwies, and it would 
be difficult to estimate the number of valued 
lives saved and the amount of sorrow averted 
throngh the instrumentality of the sound 
training imparted at the hospital. 

lt was very important that mothers should 
be well instructed before leaving the hospital 
in the duties of maternity. Thor mothers 
did not learn by instinct what was to be 
done in regard to children. They, like others, 
must learn. The institution teok great care, 
therefore, before sending out these young 
mothers that they were well trained to meet 
all the ordimary emergencies in the rearing 
of their babies. 

A great undertaking of this nature required 
money to keep it going, and the call for 
support should find a response in the hearts 
of all, for this was a national work without 
which they could not carry on. ‘The hospital 
had had a ‘‘ record ” year, but the numbers 
relieved would keep on increasing, and the 
need existed for aw even greater measure of 
public suppert than had been given in the 
past.

AVERAGE WHEAT YIELD 
EXPECTED, 


The Northern Ministry of Agriculture 
states that during September good progress 
was made with harvesting operations, and 
pastures generally were in good condition. 
Live atock were thriving, there having been 
a good after-grass this season, 

e yield of wheat was expected to be 
about average. Considerable areas of oats re- 
| mained to be out, and very little barley had 
been grown, virtually none having heen 
threshed so far. For the small quantities 
of flax already marketed prices ranged from 
12s. to 15s. a atone. The potato was 
in good condition, and here, as also in the 
case of the hay crop, which was of excellent 
quality, supplies on offer at the markets were 
equal to the demand. 

Cattle generally were in very geod condi- 
tion for this season of the year. However, the 
appearance of “husk” or “hoese ” among 
young store cattle was reported in some dis- 
tricta of County Tyrone. Dairy stocks also 
were keeping in very good condition, 
although, as was usual at this season of the 
year, the milk yield had been declining. 
Supplies at markets had ‘been fair, but the 
demand had slowed up during the month.

DERRY WIFE’S DRESSES.

BELFAST PIRM’S ACTION 
AGAINST HUSBAND. 


An interesting action relating to the ques- 
tion of a wife pledging her husband's eredit 
was heard at Lendonderry Recorder's Court, 
when Kyle and Cheyne, Lid., Belfast, sued 
William A. Hamilton, 4 Melrose terrace, 
Londonderry, for £40 15s. 6d., for goods sup- 
pled to the defendant's wife. 

Mrs. Hamilton was the only witness ex- 
amined for the plaintiffs. She said that she 
had been married for eighteen years. After 
fourteen months of married life she left her 
husband, and was away for eight vears. They 
separated again in 1920, but Bad beeu living 
together since March last. Before going to 
Belfast she asked her husband for some 
money for clothes, but he refused, and teld 
her to do what she liked, He was then in a 
bad mood, but she took it that he assented 
to her en Bye goods and would pay for 
them. All the clothes which she got when 
she went to Belfast were necessary. Her 
husband was manager of the Strand Faetory, 
and she was told that his tnéome was from 
£1,000 to £1,400 a year. The account for the 
goods was in her own name, 

The defendant said that in 1919 he was 
obliged to publish a netice in the Press that 
he would not be responsible for any debts 
contracted by his wife without his authority. 
Afterwards made arr ents with a 
Londonderry drapery firm, as well as with a 
grecer and butcher, to gu ply his wife with 
Seren on receipt of his written or ver- 

confirmation, His wife never spoke to him 
about going to Belfast to order the goods, 
and he was unaware of the purchases until 
he found them in an wpper flat. The articles 
were all fabulously priced things. 

Mr. MeCoy, counsel for the defendant, sub- 
mitted that the defendant was not liable, he- 
cause Mrs, Hamilton did not pledge his 
credit, but her own.
